More than 
150 stone ard brick houses have been 
built within the last six months. 
“The new Turkish capital ls growing 
with the rapidity of a first-class Amer- 
ican mining town. “Anew post office 
ang parliament: building of stone and 
concrete -have just been completed. 
The latter is equipped with furniture 
and decorations taken from the former, 
sultan’s paldees at Constantinople. 

New buildings also are in course of 
erection for the Department of Justice 
and for the ministry of education. A 
new national museum and a modern 
hotel are. being finished. Plans are 
under way for the erection. of an opera 
house to seat 3,000 persons. Two high 
schools of modern construction have 
just been dedicated, one for boys and 
one for girls. 

Thirty miles of new macadamized 
roads have been laid in the city and 
suburbs. The malaria-infested swamps 
around the city have been drained, 
sodded ‘and planted with trees. The 
city now has its own electric plant, a 
tile factory, two saw mills, a flour 
mill and a large bakery. 

On the other hand, the city still suf- 
fers from lack of water supply and a 


‘sewerage system. Exposed to all four 


winds, the city is subject to sand and 


,windstorms which. in summer make 


life almost, unbearable. There are no 
theaters, restaurants or other places 
of amusement. There is virtually no 
social life.
